for the Year Ended March 31, 1971. 


The Fisheries Improvement Loans Act came into force in 1955 for an initial period 
of three years and was subsequently amended from time to time to remain in effect for 
additional lending periods. 


The purpose of the legislation is to help facilitate the availability of intermediate 
and short term credit to fishermen for the improvement of fisheries enterprises. To this 
end, the Act authorizes the Minister of Finance to guarantee against loss term loans made 
to fishermen by chartered banks and other lenders, designated by the Minister, from 
their own funds for a wide range of fisheries improvement projects. Borrowers are 
required to provide a certain portion of the cost of the project from their own resources. 


The main purposes for which Fisheries Improvement Loans could be made during 
the year under review were: 


— purchase or construction of fishing vessels and equipment; 
— the major repair or overhaul of fishing vessels; 


— the construction, repair or alteration of buildings required by a primary fishing 
enterprise; 


general works for development or improvement of a primary fishing enterprise. 


In general, the terms and conditions of each individual loan, including the security 
provisions and terms of repayment, are flexible and conform, as far as possible, to the size 
and nature of the loan and the particular circumstances of the borrower’s fishing 
enterprise. Individual fishermen may obtain loans to a maximum of $25,000 and 
repayment may be spread over a period up to ten years. 


The maximum rate of interest payable under the Fisheries Improvement Loans Act 
is determined at six-month intervals on April 1 and October 1, in accordance with a 
formula established by Regulations. Maximum interest rates applicable for the year under 
review were 8'/,% from April 1 to September 30,1970 and 8% from October 1, 1970 to 
March 31, 1971. 


Since inception to March 31, 1971, 3,615 loans amounting to $13,150,937 were 
made. During the same period payments have been made to banks under the guarantee 
provision in respect of 16 claims, amounting to $21,400. 


6 FISHERIES IMPROVEMENT LOANS ACT 


During the fiscal year ended March 31, 1971, 467 Fisheries Improvement Loans 
amounting to $3,299,641 were made. Loans made for the purchase or repair of vessels or 
boats accounted for 84% of loan disbursements and loans for building and construction 
accounted for 11%. Loans for fishing equipment were used mainly to assist in the 
purchase of trucks. The average size of individual loans was $7,066.

Maximum interest rates applicable for the year under 
review were 7% from April 1 to September 30, 1971 and 6% from October 1, 1971 to 
March 31, 1972. 


Since inception to March 31, 1972, 4,307 loans amounting to $18,447,751 were 
made. During the same period payments have been made to banks under the guarantee 
provision in respect of 16 claims, amounting to $21,400. 


6 FISHERIES IMPROVEMENT LOANS ACT 


During the fiscal year ended March 31, 1972, 692 Fisheries Improvement Loans 
amounting to $5,296,814 were made. Loans made for the purchase or repair of vessels or 
boats accounted for 81% of loan disbursements, loans for building and construction 
accounted for 11% and loans for fishing equipment accounted for 8%. The average size of 
individual loans was $7,654.

However, for both periods in the year under 
review the formula was suspended and the maximum interest rate set at 6 1/4%. 


Since inception to March 31, 1973, 5,217 loans amounting to $25,518,107 were 
made. During the same period payments have been made to banks under the guarantee 
provision in respect of 20 claims, amounting to $31,932. 


6 FISHERIES IMPROVEMENT LOANS ACT 


During the fiscal year ended March 31, 1973, 910 Fisheries Improvement Loans 
amounting to $7,070,356 were made. Loans made for the purchase or repair of vessels or 
boats accounted for 80% of loan disbursements, loans for building and construction 
accounted for 12% and loans for fishing equipment accounted for 87%. The average size of 
individual loans was $7,769.

However, for the first three months of the period 
under review the formula was suspended and the rate set at 6 1/4%. For the remainder of 
the period the formula was applied and the rate was 7% from July 1, 1973 to Septem- 
ber 30, 1973 and 8 1/4% from October 1, 1973 to March 31, 1974. 


6 FISHERIES IMPROVEMENT LOANS ACT 


From inception to March 31, 1974, 6,369 loans amounting to $36.3 million were 
made. During the same period, payments have been made to banks under the guarantee 
provision in respect of 24 claims, amounting to $48,545, of which $5,565 has been 
recovered. 


During the fiscal year ended March 31, 1974, 1,152 loans amounting to $10.8 
million were made. Loans for the purchase or repair of vessels or boats accounted for 78% 
of loan disbursements, loans for building and construction accounted for 16% and loans 
for fishing equipment accounted for 6%. The average size of individual loans was $9,342.

The Fisheries Improvement Loans Act came into force in December 1955, for an 
initial period of three years and was subsequently amended from time to time to remain 
in effect for additional lending periods. An amendment to the Act in 1974 made provi- 
sion for a further three year lending period ending June 30, 1977 and increased the 
maximum loan amount. 


The purpose of the legislation is to facilitate availability of intermediate and short 
term credit to fishermen for the improvement or development of fisheries enterprises. To 
this end, the Act authorizes the Minister of Finance to guarantee against loss, term loans 
made to fishermen by chartered banks and other lenders, designated by the Minister, for 
a wide range of fisheries improvement projects. 


The main purposes for which Fisheries Improvement Loans could be made during 
the year under review were: 


purchase or construction of fishing vessels and equipment;

— major repair or overhaul of fishing vessels; 


— construction, repair or alteration of buildings required by a primary fishing 
enterprise; 


— general works for development or improvement of a primary fishing enterprise. 


The repayment term of a loan depends largely upon the amount borrowed and the 
particular circumstances of the borrower. The repayment period is subject to a maximum 
period of ten years except in the case of vehicle loans where the maximum period allowed 
is three years, Fisheries Improvement Loans must be secured and borrowers are required 
to provide a certain portion of the cost of a purchase or a project from their own 
resources. 


The maximum amount of guaranteed loans which a borrower may have outstanding 
at any one time under this program was increased in 1974 from $25,000 to $50,000. 


The maximum rate of interest payable under the Fisheries Improvement Loans Act 
is normally determined at six months intervals on April 1 and October 1 in accordance 
with a formula established by the Regulations. The formula was applied to August 5, 
1974 at which time the interest rate was raised by Order-in-Council for the period August 
6, 1974 to September 30, 1974. For the period October 1, 1974 to March, 1975, the 


formula was again applied. 


FISHERIES IMPROVEMENT LOANS ACT 


Maximum interest rates applicable for the year under review were as follows: 


April 1 to August 5, 1974 8 per cent 
August 6 to September 30, 1974 9 3/4 per cent 
October 1, 1975 to March 31, 1975 10 per cent 


Review of 1974-1975 Lending 


During the fiscal year ended March 31, 1975, 865 loans amounting to $11.5 million 
were made. Loans for the purchase or repair of vessels or boats accounted for 74 per cent 
of loan disbursements, loans for building and construction accounted for 20 per cent and 
loans for fishing equipment accounted for 6 per cent. The average size of individual loans 


was $13,258. 


From inception of the program in 1955 to March 31, 1975, 7,234 loans amounting 
to $47.7 million were made. During the same period, payments have been made to banks 
under the guarantee provision in respect of 27 claims amounting to $59,440 of which 
$8,974 has been recovered.

Loans for the purchase or repair of vessels or boats accounted for 79 per cent 
of loan disbursements, loans for building and construction accounted for 13 per cent and 
loans for fishing equipment accounted for 8 per cent. The average size of individual loans 


was $13,617. 


From inception of the program in 1955 to March 31, 1976, 8,101 loans amounting 
to $59.5 million were made. During the same period, payments have been made to banks 
under the guarantee provision in respect of 38 claims amounting to $111,566 of which 
$8,974 has been recovered.

Review of 1976-77 Lending

of the operations under the 
Fisheries Improvement Loans Act 


The Fisheries Improvement Loans Act came into force in December 1955, for 
an initial period of three years and was subsequently amended from time to time to 
remain in effect for additional lending periods. The current lending period expires 
June 30, 1980. 


The purpose of the legislation is to facilitate availability of intermediate and 
short-term credit to fishermen for the improvement or development of fisheries 
enterprises. To this end, the Act authorizes the Minister of Fisheries and the 
Environment to guarantee against loss, term loans made to fishermen by chartered 
banks and other lenders designated by the Minister, for a wide range of fisheries 
improvement projects. ! 


The main purposes for which Fisheries Improvement Loans could be made 
during the year under review were: 


— purchase or construction of fishing vessels and equipment; 
— major repair or overhaul of fishing vessels; 


— construction, repair or alteration of buildings required by a primary fishing 
enterprise; and 


—general works for development or improvement of a primary fishing 
enterprise. 


The repayment term of a loan depends largely upon the amount borrowed and 
the particular circumstances of the borrower. The repayment period is subject to a 
maximum period of ten years.” Fisheries Improvement Loans must be secured and 
borrowers are required to provide a certain portion of the cost of a purchase or a 
project from their own resources. 


Until June 30, 1977, the maximum amount of guaranteed loans which a 
borrower could have outstanding under the program was $50,000. As of July 1, 
1977, the maximum amount of loans that could be outstanding at any one time was 
raised to $75,000. 


1. The responsibilities for the administration of the Fisheries Improvement Loans Act were transferred 
from the Minister of Finance to the Minister of Fisheries and the Environment effective June 1, 1978. 

2. Prior to March 1, 1978, the maximum repayment period allowed in the case of loans for the purchase 
of vehicles was 3 years. The restriction was removed on that date by means of an amendment to the 
Regulations. 


FISHERIES IMPROVEMENT LOANS ACT 


Prior to March 1, 1978, the maximum rate of interest payable on loans made 
under the Fisheries Improvement Loans Act was revised at six-month intervals on 
April 1 and October 1 in accordance with a formula contained in the Regulations. 
Under this formula, rates were established on the basis of Government bond yields 
plus 1%. Under an amendment to the formula which came into effect on March 1, 
1978, the maximum rate of interest chargeable on loans made under the program is 
based on, and varies with, the prime lending rates of the chartered banks, plus 1%. 


Maximum interest rates applicable prior to March 1 were as follows: 


April 1 to September 30, 1977 9% 
October 1, 1977 to February 28, 1978 874% 


Review of 1977-78 Lending 

During the fiscal year ended March 31, 1978, 927 loans amounting to $18.8 
million were made. Loans for the purchase or repair of vessels or boats accounted 
for 76.6% of loan disbursements, loans for building and construction accounted for 
16.9% and loans for fishing equipment accounted for 6.5%. The average size of 
individual loan was $20,313. 


From inception of the program in 1955 to March 31, 1978, 10,003 loans 
amounting to $92.7 million were made. During the same period, payments were 
made to lenders under the guarantee provision in respect of 96 claims amounting to 
$559,136, of which $23,014 has been recovered.
